Interesting Account ol How Three Old 


Who Fought in Battle Saw the 


Field Together. 


Boys 


I am juat back fcom GeityBburg, 


where I went a week or two ago to try 
and locate to my own satisfaction Ihe 
lines of battle of tbe opposing armies, 
on the momentous first day's fight. To 
carry out thia purpose, I pat in an «t • 
pearance there two days in advance of 
tbe big day. Moat fortunate was the 
combination of lime ana circumstance, 
as it enabled me to take in tbe field un- 
der ai good pilotage aa ever falls to tbe 
lot of pilgrim to that historic ehriiie, and 
no where i? such more needed. To make 
the tour, relying only on the vague recol- 
lection of a participant ol forty years 
-anterior,- ortn'emWBrtWff otto verbiage 
of a professional guide, IB like threading 
tbe labarynth without the ball of twine.. 


Oa the train from Baltimore I met 


my old classmate, General O. O. How- 
ard, whom I had seen but once since we 
were at tbe military academy together, 
hall a century bygone. Notwithstanding 
tbe tremendous issue that bad been in- 
volved in the meantime, and which 
shook the continent from center to cir- 
cumference, in which we saw duly from 
opposing standpoints and took aides ac- 
cordingly, he to rise to high fame and 
distinction, whilat I came out where I 
went in, owing to two years imprison- 
ment, be met me with all tbe cordiality, 
not to say impressment of uninterrupted 
friendship. It was illustration ot an oft 
asserted iteration, that the spirit of class 
camaraderie (as the French term it) was 
stronger in that school, than iu any 
other institution organized of man before 
or since. 


The query came, how many of our 


fellows were killed on your side, Green 'f 
Nine out of twelve and all general 
oflicere, was the reply ; and how was It 
on your'p, Howard 'I Seven out of seven- 
teen, waa the answer. Sixteen out of au 
aggregate of twent)-niue surviving in 
'61 waa no mean showing in a claes that 
laid aside the academic shackles leas 
than ten years anterior thereto. Noble 
fellows, and duty's liegemen they were, 
one and all. llatber a concession that, 
coming from one heretofore regarded aa 
something of tacit mourner over historic 
results. How was it done 'i I do not 
know unless, perhaps, I waa near recap- 
tured, this time by kindness and courtesy 
on the revisit to that field. Certain It is, 
that my feelings were not wounded 
by barah or jarring criticism, or the Hip- 
pant senseless use of terms llsbel and 
Rebellion, obnoxiors 'to eara polite,' 
when falling from the tongues of those 
who judiciously espoused the winning 
side, but disgusting and doubly distilled 
when labialized by those of Southern 
birth. It was only used -once by a North- 
ern man in my presence, and then iu a 
spirit of badinage: "Sit down here, you 
bloody old Beb, and let me see if you 
are the genuine aiticle or only the coun- 
terfeit presentment." 
Such WIM the 


opening remark of Major-General Alex. 
S. Webb, who held the Bloody Angle 
against tbe bloodiest of all charges, 
Oghtiug with muaket in hand until it 
was shattered by one of Alexander's 
shell, and with the fragments was Alex 
ander Webb's crownpiece. "Say, Sep, 
old boy, he continued, have you still got 
that shrug of the left shoulder ?" 
The 


title "Sep" was one universally carried 
by all September matriculates. Howard 
and I were and are both "Seps," having 
entered on the same day, September 1st, 
1850. On the night of July 1st, 1903, 
on tbe stoop of that Gettysburg hotel, 
there were three of us better entitled to 
carry the soubriquet, three "Septuage- 
narians," as I opine. But strictly this 
could not apply to Webb, as be entered 
in June tbe year aucceediDg, and was 
almost the baby of his class. Howard 
waa the senior, being, I believe, a gradu- 
ate of Dartmouth, and the close contest' 
ant of CiHtis Lee for Jftst honor at West 
Point. It waa his good fortune to be 
the first of hia grade to arrive at that 
village at critical juncture, when armies 
were concentrating from all r jints. He 
found Reynolds in command, who WP • 
shortly afterwards killed, thus devolving 
the chief command on himself during 
the first day'a fight, until Slocum came 
up about sundown, by whom be was by 
rank snperceded. Judging from a die

cepted, the committee promising to give 
"Guilford," my, tody servant, who was 
captured witl/me in tbe ordnance and 
wounded train on the retreat, and was 
in my service anterior and has been ever 
since, a seat with the driver. The two 
General* had each given a good right 
arm as contribution to their cause and 
convictions, and I was rather sbaky in 
the "underpinnings," owing to a return 
ten pound compliment which makes pe- 
destrianiam inconvenient in the rheuma- 
ticky stages of existence, but wbicb is 
now degraded to the base use of holding 
my library doors open, somewhat sug- 
gestive of: 
'Imperious Cit'uar, dead, and tnroed to clay 
Might atop a hole to keep the wind awuy." 


The Srst place we went to, WES what 


might be termed "Howard's eyrie," 
which with tbe aid of some half dozen 
(lights of steep stairs to reach It, gives 
perhaps the best view of tbe town and 
surrounding country that can be bad. 
To scale those dizzy heights ri be had 
done forty years and a day, preceding, 
for the sinister purpose of watching our 
coming in, and systematic spreadouta, 
waa what I waa called upon to do last 
Wednesday morning a week ago. Tbere 
was no excuse, holdback or other get 
out, from that invitation, for it was a 
special treat given in my honor, and bad 
I not besides just made a trip of 500 
miles to take (in) that pretty little bor- 
ough V And yet candor compels the ad- 
mission that I would have vastly pre- 
ferred being one of Pender'a (another 
classmate) immortals, making that as- 
cent, a part of the time under glorious 
old Isaac Trimble, to trusting a pair of 
three score and ten legs up that fearful 
flight. W»9 amply compensated how- 
ever after getting down, for apart from 
the historic information imparted by my 
distinguished guide, it was one of the 
finest panoramic viewa that I have ever 
aeen. 


Oa resuming my drive, General How- 


ard remarked, now, gentlemen, we will 
first go to where Daniel's brigade, the 
one to which Green was attached, ilrst 
put In an appearance on their forced 
march from Heidleraburg that morning, 
and where it suffered such tremendous 
loss at "the Deep Cut," a little later on. 
Captain Ziegler will you please direct 
the driver. This was addressed to the 
fourth party of our make up, a true gen- 
tleman, as I take him to be, a y.Balous 
soldier on the side which be deemed to 
be right, and perhaps from close study 
and systematic research, one of tbe most 
reliable local guides there to be found. 
We were soon spinning along to that 
point over tbe finest road that I bad ever 
seen, Hading out aa progress was made, 
that all others In that vicinage were of 
kindred kind. The United States ia of 
a surety the king of road-bnildera in and 
about national graveyards, since old 
Home gave up the business on a grander 
scale. 


Crossing a little bridge, the carriage 


waa stopped and the Inquiry made: 
"Sep, do yon recognize tbe locality f" 
Of course I did, for it w«s "Deep-Cut" 
where Daniel's brigade sustained heavier 
loss in twenty minutes than did any 
other brigade during the day; adding, 
"there's another spot that I recall, that 
grove on the little eminence to our left, 
for It was there, while tbe command was 
undergoing desultory shelling in a prone 
or recumbent position, previous to the 
order to advance, that a chance missile 
exploded almost under tbe nose of the 
Second Battalion, and just behind where 
Gen. 
Daniel and I were holding our 


horses. It was, perhaps, tbe most dis- 
astrous single ahot fired during the war. 
Thirteen men were killed or wounded 
by that detonation." To that came re- 
ply, that won't do old fellow, for In such 
a battle (naming it) you all sent us it'a 
companion piece, which killed and dis- 
abled twenty-nine of ours. "By tbe 
war, you recollect my brigadier, June 
Daniel, whom many think, waa hardly 
second to any one that his State sent 
forth." "Yes, was the reply, I recall 
him, but had lost sight of identity." 


Here, Sep, ia where our "Mutual 


Friend, Gen. Huidekoper," then Colo- 
nel of the 160th Pennsylvania, was 
wounded, although winning promotion 
thereby. ''There ia where Archer's lit- 
tle brigade, having got beyond support 
and too far in our domain, was taken in. 
Off to our left tbere is where Gordon 
entered the field." And ao in desultory 
talk pertinent to the occasion, we drove

a most exalted opinion ot General Lee, 
both fia a soldier and a man, although 
hardly disposed to concede with Wolse- 
ley, Henderson and other world recog- 
nized military critics of recent date, that 
his uame is entitled to place on the roster 
ot the five greatest captains of authentic 
history. Perhaps, he continued, you are 
not aware of the reason why we did not 
intercept your retreat between this and 
tbe Potomac, as all judges nay ought to 
have been done, and thus and then end 
the war. 


Why wasn't it done? 
Well, here's 


tbe reason: General 
had tbe 


ear acd confidence of Meade to a degree 
that none other had. He- alao bad a 
blind admiration and confidence in Lee, 
as man and soldier, not surpassed by 
any in his great army. When tbe ques- 
tion of pursuit was under discussion dar- 
ing tbe night of tbe third day, and we 
were almost a unit In favor of It, with 
eye to interception before the river could 
be reached, tbe commander, of course, 
being non-committal until a full expres- 
sion was reached, UIOD General 
interposed : Do I understand you to say 
General Meade, that you have reliable 
information that General Lee baa re- 
ported to big government, that whilst 
bis loss has been fearful he is still in 
condition to repulse assault, come from 
what quarter it may ? Then, my coun- 
sel ie, let him severely alone for I know 
the man, and know that he would not 
prevaricate even at this critical juncture 
to save bis life, or the cause of his es- 
pousal, which he values far more highly. 
The point was carried, and we didn't try 
to cut oil the retreat. Was ever higher 
compliment paid to tbe integrity of man, 
by either friend or foeman 'i 


Oa reaching tbe most observant or 


observable point on Cemetery Hill, 
which proved to be a veritable cemetery 
to tbe Confederates and their cause in 
the outcomeof the most heroic onslaught 
in history, assumptlvely claimed by one 
State as a close monopoly, to the exclu- 
sion or ignoring of another that kept 
step on that occasion, or to be entirely 
accurate, showed pace to all others, we 
alighted to have mapped out tbe historic 
or the poasibilic. That point over yon- 
der (designating il) is where General 
Lee stood during the assault. There is 
where Sickles was in line when ordered 
to fall back, which order he deferred 
obeying until he could communicate 
with Meade. That big iron book ia the 
extreme point that your advance reached 
"Little Hound Tor," which waa con- 
fessedly tbe key to the situation : that 
little hillock to tbe left, which we will 
put off attacking until after dinner, or 
until tomorrow, as General H. and I 
have functions to discharge this after- 
noon in connection with an unveiling. 
On tbe way back to town remark was 
made on the large iron tablets, which 
denote the positions held by different 
Confederate commands at various stages. 
As indicators of position, I expressed 
ay preference for these to the legion of 
bronze warriors who stood mute and un- 
responsive sentinels on every hand, and 
Howard said, so did he. 
, 


These are apparently about six or 


eight feet square with raised letters In 
same metal, giving name of brigade and 
regimental conformation of it at par- 
ticular juncture. For the idea and other 
important data, from tbe Southern 
standpoint, Major W. M. Bobbing, of 
oar State, and tbe Southern representa- 
tive on the Battlefield Commission, is 
cbieCy entitled to tbe credit. 


The drive back to dinner was'along 


"Confederate Avenue," In front of 
which Colonel Alexander planted his 
guns, "and most judiciously planted 
tbey were," added Howard. By tbe 
way, was query, how many guns were 
there altogether in that terrific duel, tbe 
like of which the world has never beard 'f 
'•To tbe best of my calculation," was 
the reply, "you all had 226 and I think 
we bad about 100 more." Lying In a 
field hospital, a mile or so to tbe rear, 
my estimate was that there were five or 
six reports to the second. That would 
be about 300 to tbe minute, and 20,000 
to the hour. Luckily for both sides, 
they were nothing like as destructive as 
the two we were telling about. After 
dinner we drove out to the unveiling of 
John Burn's statue, one of the bast, by 
the way, judged artistically, that I casu- 
ally took In, just finished by bis State to 
an old burgher. 


As Webb wae engaged on State work, 


It was a source of regret all around that 
he couldn't be with us iu our drive the 
next day. 


Passing over much of the ground tra- 


versed yesterday, but more deliberately 
for more careful Inspection, we came at 
hist to tbe base of "Little Bound Top," 
where alighting we proceeded upward 
on foot. Just below and to the right, 
my attention was called to a field of im- 
mense bowlders extending some distance 
each way. "Bay, Sep, don't you think 
you all would have a rough trip over 
that in an assault, even it there bad 
been no field pieces above V I should 
say so. "Well, we had to get a battery 
over It and up tbere to Intercept your 
expected arrival, » battle of Cyclops, 
truly. Come up here to tbe summit, 
and see the spot where our dear old class- 
mate, Steve Weed, wbo was In com- 
mand, was done for, and where Lieut. 
Hazlitt, in command of the.battery, was 
struck dead whilst stooping .over him to 
receive his dying orders." Such was 
the tenor of conversation and observa- 
tion during tbe two days' drive. Toe 
most interesting and artistic memento 
was the beautiful monument, "To 
Peace," near tbe entrance to the ceme- 
tery, which is tbe crowning jewel to art 
and sentiment in that dread Necropolis. 
Next to it, in merit, are the equestrian 
statues to Hancock and Meade, and tbe 
standing one to Warren, at least so tbey 
struck me. Such Is a brief glimpse of 
brief revisit to tbat greatest of all bat- 
tlefields. It Is not Intended to be purely 
descriptive. Tbe guide books do that.— 
From Observer, Fayetteville, North Car- 
olina. 


honest men, regardless ot strict party 
affiliation, can subscribe to It, and make 
it part of their political faith. 
However 


unworthy your candidates may be, in 
their own opinion, of the honor confer- 
red upon them, It will be their duty, as 
well as pleasure to make a stong fight in 
advocating the principles you have tbis 
day declared. 


The Democratic party, defeated only a 


year ago, is neither disorganized, nor dis- 
heartened ; it Is fighting, not for men, 
but for well accepted and honest doc- 
trines. The party is greater than auy 
possible candidate can be; greater than 
any one man or cliques of men. 


Individual jealousy, and special pre- 


ferment of any one man, or any facUou 
In tbe party, is to be deciied. There is 
no hope for tbe democracy of Pennsyl- 
vania to fight a wlouiog battle, until it 
can bury all jealousies and party bickei- 
logs. An honest effort to make the 
party what it always has been in spirit 
and in troth, namely, tbe party of the 
plain people, not of tbe aristocrats, 
monopolists and trusts, but In very truth 
tbe people's party, will go a great way 
in redeeming tbe State of Pennsylvania 
from tbe rule tbat has so long been Its 
shame and discredit. 


The ills which we suffer in this State, 


as citizens and tax-payers, are worth 
mentioning, although in tbe opinion of 
a seemingly wise man they were scarcely 
worth reciting. 


An ever growing tax list, not only in 


amount, but in tbe character thereof, 
is certainly one of the things wbicb 
honest men will question about. 


An ever increasing surplus in the 


State Treasury, above the needs of the 
actual economical expenses of the gov- 
ernment, ia certainly not to be desired, 
except by those chosen few wbo wish to 
Invest that surplus with favorite banks, 
or other corporations, 
which are sup- 


ported by tbis sort of narty pap. 


A mercantile license, which taxes tbe 


small industrial establishments all over 
the State, is a restraint upon trade, and 
should be condemned as unwise and un- 
necessary, particularly when it is well 
known tbat tbe amount of taxation 
raised in various ways at this time Is far 
greater than is needed to pay the honest 
debts of tbe Commonwealth. 


Padded official rosters, and an ever- 


increaeing number of office-holders, with 
constantly enlarging salaries, is another 
matter to which tbe tax-payers and good 
citizens should give heed. 
The last 


Legislature was more than usually 
prorogate in aiding the favorite hench- 
men of tbe reigning party in securing 
fat offices with, fatter salaries. Tbe ry 
of tbe old flag, and an appropriation was 
not heard in tbe land as loudly as years 
ago, put the evidence that tbe doctrine, 
was still enforced, was aa patent as ever. 


Pennsylvanians have, however, be- 


come so accustomed to official debauch- 
ery and corruption, that with some sem- 
blance of truth It may be said the ills of 
tbe people are scarcely worth mention- 
ing, because so little heed Is paid to 
them. 


The refusal of the party in power to 


grant to the Democracy of Pennsylvania 
a minority representation upon tbe Sup- 
erior Court bench was a flagrant disre- 
gard of all principles of justice among 
right-thinking men. 
It is said ttat 


might makes right, but in a measure, 
wbicb so closely effects tbe welfare of 
every individual In the State, common 
decency should impel those, who have 
tbe might, to do the right. It was use- 
less in the last Legislature to attempt to 
gain this representation on the Superior 
Bench. Tbe proposition was made by a 
Democratic Senator, wbo introduced a 
bill to amend tbe present law. The bill 
was smothered in committee, and tbe 
Democrats were sneered at for their 
pains. Instead of an amendment look- 
ing toward this end the part; in power 
fostered and supported the increase of 
judicial salaries all along the line, and 
tried to create one or more.-additional 
law judges in the Oommonweath, when 
it is well-known that we already have 
more than honest people like.

The only honest 
thing the Rapubllcan party did In regard 
to ballot reform waa tbat It was frank 
enough to .admit that the attempt was 
farcical, and was meaut only to hood- 
wink the people,:.by deceiving them 
with thebeliet that .they were getting 
something, when they actually obtained 
potting in the shape ot reform. 
After 


all the penitential cry, and.the promise 
of good conduct in this regard, tbe cnly 
thing that the new law did was to group 
the candidates and square the circle. 
The'amendment offered by tbe Demo- 
crats to the Focht ballot law, and the 
bill as prepared by their committee, was 
actual reform and improvement, and 
would have prevented much fraud, by 
giving the honest voter a chance to de- 
clare bis Intentions plainly; and would 
have prevented tbe dishonest manipula- 
tors of ballots and ballot boxes from ad- 
ding to their already long list ot crimes 
In ballot box stuffing, and in false count- 
ing.

It stands vacant now, 
elling its story of another day, of former 
generations. It lies along the beautiful 
[rive from Knozlyn to Orrtanna and ia 
owned by laaiah Orr. 


The house contains five rooms on the 
ret floor and as many on the second 


and is unusually large for a log house. 
t is fifteen to twenty feet wide on the 
gable end facing the road, and forty to 
fifty feet long. There la nothing modern 
.bout the bouse, logs, doors, windows, 
chimneys, in fact every part of the house 
ells of another age. No two window 
rames look alike, they are just flt in be- 
tween the logs where most convenient. 
A long rambling porch the length of the 
touse faces the south east. The spaces 
between the logs have been carefully 
tiled and plastered and the whole bulld- 
ng on the outside white-washed. 


Inside the walls of log are fiuished the 


same as on the outside and the partitions 
>etween the rooms are of oak boards. 
The house has never known such a mod- 
ern thing as a lath. Dawn-stairs ceil- 
ngs are the joist and floor of the second 
floor and upstairs the covering overhead 
s the rafters and shingles. Nothing 
s wanting to complete the picture ex- 
cept bags of herbs, or of beans or of 
dried corn or fruita as used to festoon 
the rafters In those days. The logs and 
oist were hewn. In fact almost every- 
thing about the house showed it was the 
work of band and not machine. At the 
end of the house in kitchen there ia a 
large (ire place, with oaken doom in 
front and over the mantel panel work In 
oak, the most extravagent piece of wood 
work in the house. 
In the chimney 


tbere yet remained the remiianta of the 
forked sticks and cross stick from which 
hung the kettles of other days. At the 
other end of the house, likely used for a 
parlor, ia a large three cornered chimney 
giving a fire place in two rooms. Oak 
plank covered tbe floors. Everything 
was rough to our modern eyes but ap- 
parently its Hue as hands could make 
itin thoce early days. 


The old log house had its message. 


Think of the patience and toil in hewing 
oat the logs and joist and timbers. Then 
of the labor involved in getting the 
great logs in place. Of the great chim- 
neys. 
Why -a dczen modern houses 


could be slapped together, perhaps two 
or three dozen, while one of those old 
log houses was in the course of erection 
from the felling of the trees to the 
white-washing inside and out. 


Think of the sturdy strenuous race 


that has come out of these log houses. 
They were the homes from which all of 
us have come a little way back. 
Ances- 


tors emigrated to this free country and 
had to fall to work to clear a space for 
the log house in tbe primative forest and 
from the wealth of timber tbe house was 
built, built with hands patiently and 
laboriously. It was built as a home in 
which to protect wife and children. 
Those sturdy souls perhaps knew a sat- 
isfaction with these home-made homes 
that we of the present generation with 
onr machine nady-to-order-ma4e house:) 
with every convenience never know.

Out of these log houses went all over 


this land men and women wbo have made 
this great nation what it is, men of 
power, men of strength, men to over- 
come difficulties. These old log houses 
with their suggestive memories and 
message often compel the asking of tbe 
question, what may be expected of tbe 
race from the modern American home. 
Every convenience Is furnished. The 
minimum of labor gives not only every 
necessity but what would have been ex- 
travagant luxuries a hundred years ago. 
Onr bouses are warmed until tbe human 
being is made a hot house plant of. .Will 
the race be able to enjoy all this and 
keep and maintain the old fashioned 
virtues and tbe strenuousoeu to perse- 
vere, endure and overcome. It so then 
tbe world in another hundred years 
ought to see an advance outshining in 
every particular that of the put century. 
If, however, modern ease will rob* man 
of any strength and vitality, of any hu- 
man quality wbicb make* for endurance 
and will give in Its place an effeteness, 
then it may come to pass that it would 
have been better if more of us were now 
living in log bouses built with our own

WHY WE SEED A SEW STATICS. 
We have been under tbe impression for 


some time that the Western Maryland 
Railroad proposed eventually to build a 
new passenger station in this place. If 
anch is tbe ultimate intention or if the 
matter has not yet been given considera- 
tion, follow us a minute or two to see 
how the station could be built to the 
great benefit acd pro lit of the road as 
well as its many patrons. 


Gettysburg is no way station with a 


purely local railroad passenger trade. 
It is an excursion point to which thou- 
sands annually come. Only Sunday a 
week ago there were seventeen hundred 
people here, twelve hundred coming by 
that road. There will be a number of 
occasions this fall when the visitors will 
be numbered by the hundreds. They 
come for a day in all kinds of weather, 
specially this year, making thousands of. 
dollars for the railroad. We venture to 
say tbat tbe number of passengers Cor 
this point surpass that to any other point 
on the road, not excepting Pen-Mai. 
The present station may be sufficient for 
a purely local trade but is inadequate for 
the excursion trade, and a depot equal to 
the demands should be built. 


Many excursionist come bringing their 


lunch with them, so they have no occa- 
sion to go to any hotel. In inclement 
weather shelter is needed ten times the 
size there is at present. The absence of 
the convenience ot large toilet fooms is 
a crying need. Tbe seating capacity for 
the tired excursionist Is practically nil 
unless he or she takes tbe ffoor. 


It is donbtful whether the railroad of- 


ficials appreciate the exact condition 
when a crowd strikes this place and it 
might be well for some of them to come 
up at such times and see them. While it 
is true that the day excursionist does not 
expect much when they go away on the 
cheap excursion, yet where they find 
themselves agreeable disappointed it is 
an advertisement for the road and a good 
word to do it over again. A big modern 
depot, not expensive but commodious, 
with shelter for hundreds inside, and 
outside porch shelter on all aides with 
the largest amount of seating accommo- 
dations that can be given, with ample 
toilet room conveniences and the other 
things which add much to traveling 
would be the thing and then the excur- 
sionist would leave feeling that he had 
so much of what he wanted and needed 
that he would come soon again, a con- 
summation which both the railroad and 
the town would wish for.

A SUGGESTION FROM 


TESSIOS 


Pension Commissioner Ware made his 


annual report laat week in which he 
stated that the coat of pensions for tbe 
laat thirty eight yeara and the mainte- 
nance of the pension service had cost 
over three billions. After a review of 
figures tbe Commissioner expressed him- 
self aa opposed to the present system of 
examination of applicants. He saya : 


"I recommend a different method of 


examining applicants for pensions. The 
present system is a most uncertain, ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory method. The 
system is liable to outside control and 
political dictation and generates an enor- 
mous amount of political friction. I 
suggest boards constituted by experts 
under civil service rules wbo should go 
from place to place on fixed days, giving 
examinations and receiving testimony 
regarding tbe conditions of the appli- 
cants and making reports thereon. The 
territory could be divided into circuit! 
and the board serve outside of the atatee 
of their domicile." 


This means, if it means anything, a 


swapping of a home medical board, 
physicians who In many caaes know the 
applicants and how meritorious the 
claims are, for a foreign medical board 
to show how expert they would be to 
evade tbe granting of a pension. Tbere 
would be the same amount ot red tape 
to be gone through by a junketing medi- 
cal board Impatient to get through and 
there would be the same amount of po- 
iitloain tbe service only tbe applicants 
would not be able to hold any one re> 
iponaible In their own district This

"ALL NOISY GOSSIP," SAYS OUR NEW OX- 


FORD CORRESPONDENT. 


Outbreak ol Measles Followed by Scarlet Fever 


And Three Deaths Resulted -Public 


Schools Closed as Precaution. 


New Oxford, Sept. 15,— The iqgort 


circulated in the surrounding county and 
published in some of the county papers, 
that New Oxford wae seriously threatened 
with being wiped out by a acarlet fever 
epidemic is all noisy gossip. It is a great 
pity that people cannot be content by 
speaking of things as they really exist, 
which in most oases are bad enough, but 
thia is not only true of individuals, but 
the newspapers are becoming 
wonder- 


fully effected by the malady of exaggerat- 
ion and are overdrawing reports in many 
instances a hundred fold. The truth of 
the matter of New Oxford's reported epi- 
demic is simply that a few weeks ago 
tbere waa an outbreak of measles, which 
spread among the children of the town 
and it ia invarably the case that an epi 
demic of measles will develop aome oases 
of scarlet fever. This was what took place 
here. It is possible that the fever cases 
could bave bean confined to one or two 
familes had the proper precautions been 
taien in the oatstart bat tha. cases were 
mild and no one seemed afraid of any 
serious results. It however happened to 
spread among several otber familes, to two 
of which it proved tatal. The deaths re- 
salting from the fever were Mr. Robert 
Decker, 20 years of age, and an employee 
of Emmert& Go's Shoe factory, who died 
on Wednesday morning and was interred 
in the afternoon in Hampton Cemetery. 
Mr. Deckor *s£a member of tbe Citizens 
Band of ibis place and waa well spoken of 
by his friends and associates. He was tl>3 
son of Mr. and Mrs. J. G. Decker, of 
Hamilton Township.
